At  a  crisis  in  a  recent  campaign,  a  great  commander 
of  what  seemed  a  desperate  adventure,  was  asked  by  his 
followers,  "What  are  you  going  to  give  us  for  all  this 
work?"  "I  don't  know  what  else  you  may  get,"  was  the 
answer,  "but  you  certainly  will  get  cold  and  hunger  and 
wounds  and  death.  How  do  you  like  it?"  There  was 
hesitation  for  a  moment,  then  with  one  voice  a  mighty 
shout  was  raised, — "We  are  the  men."  To  us  today  is 
given  the  great  honor  of  living  in  a  grand  and  awful 
time,  when  even  our  smallest  deeds  may  count  toward 
the  redemption  of  the  world.  It  is  not  the  time  to  ask 
you  to  listen  to  any  long  charitable  report.  Incidents  of 
the  deepest  pathos  are  now  alas,  so  familiar  to  us,  that  I 
will  not  relate  a  single  story  of  the  heart-rending  home 
sufferings  of  so  many  of  the  little  one's  brought  to  the 
Babies'  Wards  for  help.  It  is  for  you  to  paint  in  for 
yourself  the  vivid  picture  which  I  would  indicate  only 
with  the  simple  words — 1,573  patients  cared  for  at  the 
Babies'  Wards  during  the  past  year,  17,993  days  of  Hos- 
pital treatment  given  for  the  alleviation  of  their  suffer- 
ings, the  saving  of  their  lives.  I  do  call  upon  you  most 
solemnly  however,  to  give  a  few  minutes  to  consider 
seriously  the  present  duties  of  each  one  of  us. 
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We  are  at  war  now  to  make  the  world  safe  for  the  next 
generation,  for  the  babies  of  today.  America  is  pouring 
out  her  wealth  to  help  the  Government  to  insure  victory. 
She  is  raising  millions  upon  millions  for  the  Red  Cross 
and  War  Charities ;  thousands,  nay,  tens  of  thousands 
of  her  women  are  giving  their  whole  time  and  hearts  to 
alleviate  the  conditions  of  the  men,  who  are  to  fight  our 
battles ;  while  the  flood  of  sympathy  and  relief  hcing 
poured  out  for  the  women  and  children  ahroad  is  almost 
incalculable.  This  is  right,  and  our  very  clearest  and 
dearest  duty.  I  must  ask  you,  however,  to  believe  the 
fact  that  the  best  authorities  in  every  great  charitable 
agency  of  this  city  tell  us,  that  we  are  just  now  reaching 
the  point  when  the  very  existence  of  our  Home  Charities 
is  most  gravely  menaced,  and  that  unless  this  community 
considers  most  seriously  at  once  its  local  obligations  with 
regard  to  relief,  to  welfare,  and  to  hospital  work,  the 
greatest  suffering  of  many  is  in  sight.  The  rapidly  in- 
creasing cost  of  food,  specially  milk,  is  resulting  already, 
as  the  Health  Bulletins  show,  in  much  increase  of  sick- 
ness and  mortality  among  the  little  ones  of  New  York. 
There  are  numbers  of  women  and  children  here  now 
suffering  almost  as  much  from  lack  of  proper  food,  fuel, 
and  clothing  as  are  the  women  of  France  and  Belgium. 
Already  we  are  receiving  in  the  Hospital  sad  cases  of 
children,  who  have  very  recently  become  actively  tuber- 
culous, a  condition  from  which  proper  nourishment  and 
warmth  might  have  saved  them. 

All  our  home  charities  have  recognized  for  the  past 
few  months,  that  war  conditions  demanded  the  greatest 
possible  increase  in  economy  of  administration,  that  some 
of  our  gravely-needed  activities  must  be  curtailed,  and 
others  postponed  till  "after  the  war."    Our  dearly  cher- 
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ished  hope  of  a  large  addition  to  the  babies'  Wards, 
which  last  year  bade  fair  to  be  realized  almost  at  once, 
has  been  most  wisely  relinquished  for  the  present,  and 
the  proposed  beautiful  and  generous  gift  of  a  Vander- 
bilt  Memorial  Annex  will,  we  are  told,  shortly  take  the 
form  of  a  Vanderbilt  Memorial  Fund,  the  income  of 
which  may  be  used  in  the  present  war  emergencies 
toward  the  maintenance  of  the  Wards,  to  help  keep  them 
open  to  the  fullest  extent  needed  to  meet  the  increasing 
demands  of  the  coming  year.  There  is  a  limit,  however, 
to  economy,  below  which  work  for  suffering  babies  can- 
not be  allowed  to  drop  without  the  greatest  danger  to  the 
health  and  the  lives  of  these  little  ones. 

The  Post-Graduate  has  given  of  its  very  best  to  help 
our  country.  Its  former  able  President,  and  many  of 
its  professors,  the  senior  Surgeon  of  the  Babies'  Wards, 
as  well  as  several  of  its  doctors,  and  scores  of  its  well- 
trained  nurses  are  all  "at  the  front,"  while  numbers  of 
the  women  of  its  Auxiliaries  are  giving  their  whole  time, 
thoughts,  and  abilities  to  war-work.  This  is  all  as  it 
should  be,  and  we  are  proud  of  the  many  stars  of  our 
"service-flag,"  and  of  the  numbers  of  men  in  khaki 
thronging  our  corridors  and  clinics,  coming  for  further 
instruction  to  fit  them  better  for  their  great  work  of  sav- 
ing the  lives  and  limbs  of  our  brave  soldiers.  I  must 
warn  you,  however,  that  much  of  the  enthusiasm  for  war 
relief  has  meant  a  shifting  of  thought,  work,  and  moneys 
from  old  interests  to- new  ones.  The  time  has  come 
when  the  sufferings  at  our  very  doors  cannot  be  laid 
aside  "till  the  war  is  over,"  as  we  hear  frequently  sug- 
gested, but  must  be  met  at  once,  and  met  by  increased 
gifts  of  our  time,  and  hearts  and  means. 

When  a  family  of  five  little  ones,  every  one  of  whom 
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so  ailing  as  to  be  properly  a  hospital  case,  is  found  in  a 
room  in  which  the  only  heat  was  from  a  tiny  coal  fire 
burned  for  one  hour  in  the  morning  to  cook  breakfast, 
and  whose  dinner  consisted  daily  of  one  slice  of  butter- 
less  bread  and  some  cold  oatmeal  porridge — when  again 
and  again  a  mother  has  said  of  a  badly  nourished  young 
child,  "Well,  it  does  cry  for  two  slices  of  bread,  but  1 
can't  get  but  one  loaf  a  day,  and  there  are  the  other  chil- 
dren, and  it  cannot  have  but  one  slice" — then  it's  time  for 
us  to  examine  ourselves.  To  help  the  distressed  women 
and  children  of  our  own  city,  and  yet  not  neglect  our 
great  and  paramount  duties  to  our  country  and  our  allies, 
must  mean  an  amount  of  self-sacrifice  to  which  most  of 
us  are  as  yet  unaccustomed.  Leisure,  comfort,  pleasure, 
and  self-indulgence  must  be  given  up,  and  we  must  em- 
brace what  for  us  is  the  equivalent  of  the  soldier's  lot 
of  cold,  and  hunger,  of  wounds,  or  death — and  say  with 
them  "We  are  the  ones." 

The  Babies'  Wards  have  met  with  a  severe  blow  in  the 
recent  loss  of  three  of  their  most  valued  helpers. 
Though  the  remembrance  of  their  splendid  work  should 
serve  as  a  renewed  inspiration  to  us,  yet  to  make  these 
losses  good  demands  our  most  strenuous  effort.  Doc- 
tor August  Caille,  for  more  than  thirty  years  attending 
physician  of  the  Wards,  has  lately  resigned  his  active 
duties,  though  still  remaining  as  a  consultant.  His  most 
conscientious,  untiring,  and  skillful  work  for  the  chil- 
dren, his  unfailing  willingness  and  promptness  in  meet- 
ing any  requests  from  this  Auxiliary,  and  his  courteous 
and  appreciative  consideration  of  the  work  of  others, 
render  his  departure  a  real  disaster  to  us  all.  The  resig- 
nation owing  to  long  and  critical  illness,  of  our  highly 
valued  Head  Nurse,  Miss  Mary  Salmond,  seems  an  al- 
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most  irreparable  loss.  She  was  rarely  fitted  for  the 
position,  not  only  through  her  ability,  conscientiousness, 
and  her  skill  as  a  nurse,  but  also  through  her  tender  de- 
votion to  the  little  patients  whose  interests  were  ever 
most  close  to  her  heart.  Her  unceasing  efforts  in  their 
behalf,  even  at  a  time  of  much  physical  weakness,  were 
wonderful,  and  it  will  indeed  be  most  difficult  to  fill  her 
place.  Not  only  the  children  under  her  charge,  but  our 
Committee  as  well,  owe  her  a  debt  of  warm  gratitude. 

The  resignation  on  January  first,  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  Mrs.  John  A.  Hartwell,  who  for 
ten  years  has  filled  that  place  in  a  manner  as  nearly  per- 
fect as  is  possible,  for  one  still  a  mortal  seemed  at  first 
to  us,  in  these  times  of  great  emergencies,  a  really  over- 
whelming blow.  The  fact  that  for  so  many  years  we 
have  been  able  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to  meet  all 
the  obligations  we  have  undertaken,  without  resort  to 
any  entertainment,  collector,  or  even  general  appeal  to 
the  public,  has  we  believe  been  largely  due  to  the  facts 
well  known  to  all  friends  of  the  Babies'  Wards — that 
our  accounts  have  been  kept  with  an  absolute  accuracy 
and  reliability,  that  many  business  corporations  might 
well  envy,  and  that  not  a  dollar  has  ever  been  lost  nor 
the  smallest  bill  escaped  the  scrutiny  of  a  competent  audi- 
tor. Mrs.  James  Clemens,  our  new  Treasurer,  is  a  man- 
ager of  long  experience  in  the  Wards,  who  has  under- 
taken the  onerous  duties  of  the  position  at  much  self- 
sacrifice,  and  we  bespeak  the  help  and  interest  of  all  our 
friends,  by  the  renewal  and  increase  of  their  previous 
gifts,  while  new  contributors  may  we  hope  be  won 
through  their  knowledge  of  our  special  needs. 

The  Babies'  Wards,  have  to  mourn  the  loss  through 
death  of  Mrs.  Charles  I'>eaman,  a  manager  who  for  vears 
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gave  most  active  and  invaluable  help,  and  who  always 
kept  up  a  devoted  interest  in  our  work,  though  her  fre- 
quent absences  from  the  city  in  late  years  prevented  her 
personal  visits.  In  the  recent  death  of  Mrs.  Amory  Car- 
hart,  our  Auxiliary  has  lost  an  efficient  and  valued  mem- 
ber, while  even  as  this  is  written,  comes  the  sad  news 
that  one  of  the  best  and  most  liberal  friends  of  our 
babies  has  been  very  suddenly  taken  away.  Mrs.  Amos 
Morrill,  a  manager  of  many  years'  standing,  though  in 
delicate  health,  never  failed  in  the  warmest  personal  in- 
terest and  in  a  generous  response  to  every  appeal.  To 
mention  a  need  in  her  presence  was  to  know  it  would  be 
quietly  supplied.  Each  anniversary  in  her  family  was 
remembered  by  a  "treat"  for  the  babies,  and  in  her  sum- 
mer absences,  special  contributions  were  sent  back,  while 
one  of  her  last  gifts  was  a  check  sent  but  a  few  days  ago 
to  "help  give  the  babies  a  happy  Christmas."  It  will 
indeed  be  difficult  to  replace  the  tender  yet  practical 
sympathy  we  shall  so  greatly  miss. 

Even  in  these  strenuous  times  we  must  pause  for  a 
word  of  thanks  to  the  helpers  of  the  past  year.  The 
Social  Service  Committee  continued  its  most  liberal  gifts 
for  the  salary  of  our  Visiting  Nurse,  and  for  her  cases 
needing  special  relief.  The  Country  Home  at  Sea  Cliff 
gave  excellent  tare  to  many  of  our  convalescents,  while 
the  Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown  continued  its  in- 
valuable aid  to  our  tiny  ones  too  young  and  too  ill  to  be 
taken  by  any  other  agency.  The  Junior  Auxiliary  and 
the  Babies'  Wards  Guild,  kept  up  their  fine  work,  without 
which  it  would  be  indeed  a  difficult  task  to  maintain  the 
Wards.  Countless  Associations  and  individuals  have 
assisted  to  furnish  the  innumerable  articles  needed  each 
year  in  a  Babies'  Hospital,  while  back  of  all  these  and 
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underlying  them  all,  deepest  gratitude  is  due  to  the  many 
generous  friends  upon  whose  pecuniary  gifts  the  very 
existence  of  the  Wards  has  rested. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  pres- 
ent is  a  greatly  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions 
and  donations,  large  and  small.  Our  list  of  these  has 
fallen  off  in  the  past  year  very  considerably  in  common 
with  the  lists  of  most  private  charities,  and  yet  we  must 
meet  the  enormously  increased  cost  of  clothing,  food, 
fuel,  surgical  supplies,  etc.  We  employ  no  collector,  no 
salaried  officers,  and  every  dollar  given  goes  directly  to 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  patients,  and  ?cc  would 
most  earnestly  appeal  for  additional  gifts.  We  arc  anx- 
ious also  to  secure  several  more  supported  beds  by  the 
gift  of  two  hundred  dollars  annually,  to  make  good  the 
loss  of  those  which  are  necessarily  given  up  from  time 
to  time. 

Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old,  will  be  most  acceptable  : 
full  particulars  of  these  needs  are  given  in  the  appendix 
following.  Toys,  rag-dolls,  and  rattles;  fruit  and  home- 
made jellies,  are  much  needed,  as  well  as  the  personal 
help  of  visitors  to  amuse  the  little  ones  recovering  from 
severe  operations,  and  to  sing  to  our  babies.  Most  of 
all,  however,  we  need  women,  young  and  old,  to  join  our 
committees  who  are  willing  to  give  even  a  very  few  hours 
of  their  time  each  week,  to  help  us  with  their  hearts  and 
brains  to  solve  the  great  problems  with  which  we  are 
now  confronted,  involved  in  the  scarcity  of  nurses  and 
doctors,  questions  of  food  and  fuel,  difficulties  of  econ- 
omical administration,  of  provisions  for  destitute  conval- 
escents, etc.,  etc.

The  Babies'  Wards  are  working  to  the  end  that  the 
little  children  of  the  poor  should  be  started  out  in  life, 
which  must  indeed  be  for  most  of  them  a  bitter  struggle, 
with  those  sound  bodies  and  faculties,  which  alone  can 
keep  them  from  falling  early  by  the  way.  The  work 
needed  for  a  task  of  an  importance,  vital  even  in  these 
very  days  of  war  needs,  must  inevitably  be  a  costly  one ; 
costly  in  time,  in  sympathy,  in  money. 

"Yet  the  key  of  our  life  that  passes  all  wards,  opens 
locks, 

Is  not  I  will,  but  I  must — I  must.  I  must,  and  I 
do  it." 

The  best  thing  life  can  do  for  us,  is  to  make  great  de- 
mands on  us.  The  sense  of  being  called  to  a  large  and 
noble  work  is  a  real  inspiration  even  in  the  midst  of  sor- 
rows, responsibilities,  and  struggles,  even  when  we  realize 
the  self-sacrifice  such  a  call  demands.    But  let  us 

"Measure  our  life  by  loss,  instead  of  gain, 
Not  by  the  wine  drunk  but  the  wine  poured  forth ; 
For  love's  strength  standeth  in  love's  sacrifice 
And  whoso  suffers  most,  hath  most  to  give."

The  large  number  of  deaths  in  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  curability  of  the  infant  is  not 
considered  on  its  admission.  If  it  can  be  made  more 
comfortable  during  its  last  days,  even  if  it  be  entirely 
incurable,  it  is  received  into  the  Hospital  as  a  matter  of 
humanity.

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REPORT  OF  VISITING  NURSE  FOR  1917

From  December  1,  1916,  to  December  I,  1917,  2,102 
visits  were  made. 

The  question  is  so  often  asked  me,  "How  do  the  people 
of  the  East  Side  receive  you  when  you  visit  their 
homes  ?"  To  this  I  would  reply,  always  with  courtesy 
and  a  grateful  appreciation  for  any  kindness  shown  them. 

These  people  of  the  East  Side  are  human,  many  of 
them  are  strangers  in  our  land,  with  customs  and  ideas 
so  different  to  our  own,  and  it  is  to  us  that  they  must 
look  for  encouragement  and  help. 

So  many,  many  times,  have  I  heard  these  words,  "What 
shall  I  do !"  that  I  feel  they  will  forever  ring  in  my  ears. 
The  utter  helplessness  of  these  people  in  times  of  trouble 
is  appalling  and  can  hardly  be  appreciated  by  those  of 
us  who  have  our  friends  and  loved  ones  to  give  us  cour- 
age, sympathy  and  advice,  but  figuratively  speaking, 
these  people  are  alone,  for  what  friends  and  relatives 
they  have  are  as  helpless  and  ignorant  as  they  themselves 
and  it  is  just  these  people  that  we  here  at  Babies'  Wards 
are  anxious  to  reach  and  help. 

During  the  past  year,  112  children  were  sent  to  the 
various  convalescent  homes,  and  80  mothers  and  children 
were  given  a  day  at  the  sea-shore. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  I  am  very  grateful  to  the 
Social  Service  Committee  for  gifts  of  clothing,  money 
for  fresh  air  work  and  general  relief,  also  for  the  kind 
interest  shown  during  the  past  year. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  friends,  five  Thanksgiving 
dinners  were  distributed  to  our  most  needy  families. 

Funds  from  Social  Service  Committee :  $50  for  fresh 
air  work  and  $40  for  general  expenses.

Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Henry 
Steers,  Portchester,  New  York. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden.

Coverlets,  1  yard  by  1^  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting;  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia.

On  Christmas  morn- 
ing each  child  had  a  stocking  filled  with  toys,  and  once  a 
week  a  treat  of  ice  cream,  most  welcome  in  the  hot  Sum- 
mer months. 

Through  one  of  our  members,  100  new  garments  were 
sent  in  from  the  Needlework  Guild. 

The  Junior  Auxiliary  supports  one  bed  with  its  annual 
dues,  but  four  beds  are  given  by  individual  members,  one 
in  perpetuity. 

The  toy  boxes  in  the  Wards  are  kept  filled  with  new 
toys  and  games,  but  the  supply  cupboards  are  never  full 
enough.  The  jam  closet,  too,  needs  constant  replenish- 
ing. We  t:an  buy  toys  wholesale  and  would  gratefully 
acknowledge  and  spend  any  contributions  of  money, 
which  can  be  sent  to  our  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Charles  E. 
Jirugler,  Lakewood,  X.  J.  Both  toys  and  home-made 
jellies  mean  so  much  to  our  little  patients,  and  are  just 
as  necessary  to  their  recovery  as  the  sunshine  and  fresh 
air,  the  medicines  and  tender  mursing  that  the  Babies' 
Wards  can  give  them.

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REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 
OF  BABIES*  WARDS 

Early  in  February  of  last  year  a  rummage  sale  was 
held  at  the  Ritz  from  which  $2,641.70  was  realized. 
♦Throughout  the  year  the  usual  ice  cream  and  cake  treats 
were  provided  on  Holidays,  and  drives  were  given  the 
children  during  the  summer  months. 

Our  Christmas  party  was  very  successful.  Each  child 
in  the  ward  receiving  a  present. 

Mrs.  Auchincloss  and  Miss  Porter  have  been  most 
faithful  visitors  to  the  wards,  coming  regularly  them- 
selves and  encouraging  others  to  visit. 

The  district  nurse,  Miss  Townsend,  has  paid  2,102 
visits  throughout  the  year,  besides  placing  112  children 
in  convalescent  homes,  and  sending  80  mothers  and  chil- 
dren to  the  sea-shore  for  a  day  during  the  Summer. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  are  to  lose  Miss  Town- 
send  in  February,  but  we  have  secured  in  her  place  Miss 
Elizabeth  Greig,  who  undertakes  the  work  with  much  en- 
thusiasm. 

Owing  to  the  war,  not  only  many  of  our  members,  but 
also  several  of  our  officers,  are  away,  so  that  the  Commit- 
tee decided  to  hold  only  occasional  executive  meetings 
throughout  the  winter.  At  the  first  of  these  meetings  in 
November,  it  was  decided  to  enclose  with  the  notice  of 
dues,  an  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  in- 
dividual contributions  to  a  milk  fund,  as  it  was  found 
that  the  increased  cost  of  milk  was  causing  great  suffer- 
ing amongst  the  very  poor.    This  fund  was  to  be  placed 

*  We  pay  the  salary  of  the  District  Nurse  with  a  small  allowance  for 
temporary  help,  and  also  support  two  beds. 
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at  the  disposal  of  the  district  nurse,  to  be  used  at  her 
discretion,  for  the  most  destitute  cases.  The  answers  to 
this  appeal  have  been  most  generous,  over  S300  having 
been  received,  and  the  reports  of  the  district  nurse  of  the 
good  results  already  obtained  through  this  extra  nourish- 
ment are  very  gratifying.
